Secretary McAdoo Reports 
Great Freight Congestion 
at Atlantic Ports — Great 
Lot of Cotton at Norfolk. 
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Washington, February 7.—Secretary 
McAdoo tonight made public telegrams 
from the New York, Baltimore and 
Norfolk customs collectors telling of 
great congestion of freight because of 
lack of ocean-going transportation. 

lbvudley Field Malone, the New York 
collector, told of unusual congestion, 
particularly with respect to grain. 
“Explanation of this congestion,’ he 
reported, “is that export movement car 
not be effected because of shortage of 
tonnage.” The conyestion applied to 
Warehouse elevators as well as cars 
and lighters, he added, but no marked 
congestion of coastwise trade was dis- 
cernible. 

Grain Embargo at 

Collector Ryan, at Baltimore, report- 
ed that the Pennsylvania railroad had 
Placed an embargo on grain consigned 
for export there. The elevators, he 
said, were loaded to capacity and there 
were 4,260,000 bushels of grain on the 
railroad tracks awaiting removal. Oth- 
erwise, conditions ate Baltimore were 
normal, Mr. Ryan said.

“Uncle Nat’ Snelson,

February 7.—(Spe- 
oldest citizen was 
afternoon when the 
remains of “Uncle Nat” Snelson were 
laid to rest at Hillview cemetery. He 
passed his ninety-fourth year last 
Christmas day, and until the past year 
had beasted of being as hearty and 
hale as a “sweet sixteen.” 

“Uncle Nat” died Friday. morning at 
9 o'clock at his home in this city after 
a very short period of weakness, more 
than illness.
